Mr. Buchanan Contends That Mr. 


Price Is Still a Legra! Resident 
of the Fourth Ward. 


Last Monday evening the common 
council called for the resignation of 
Alderman .1. 11. Price of the fourth 
ward on the ground that he had lost 
his residence in the fourth ward by 
moving over into the second ward for 
the summer months, while still board­ 
ing in the fourth. The following letter 
from Attorney W. C. Buchanan on the 
subject will be read with much inter­ 
est: 


KI) 1 -roK [•: V i:n i nc; X!•: \vs: I n th e u n- 
seating of Aklerauin l^rici*, or allowing 
him to unseat himself, under pressure 
of a technicality which does not exist, 
the mayor and alderuum conimitieu 
their lirst great mistake last Monday 
night. 
Inasmuch as tliey appear to 
have acted in good faith we can forgive 
them fov the error, if they will adt)pt 
for their motto, “lío slow ’ on future 
similar (juestlons. 
If tiie reason liiven 
for resigning by Mr. Price-—"that he 
did not care to embarass the council”— 
meant that he thought his presence on 
on the board was an embarassment, 
then it was his duty to resign as speed- 
Iv as possibli’: but, if the remark was 
occasioned by anything contained in 
the section of law read by the city at­ 
torney it was the duty of the n^ayor 
and aldermen to hesitute beforedepriv- 
ng the residents of the fourth ward 
from representation on the council by 
the man of their choice and election. 
The question would have kept, and 
hould have been

over until 
ir. could 
have

investigated, 
anü 
the 
right 
determined. 
It 
is 
very 
evident that Mr. 1’rice’s 
resignation was oiTered through sensi­ 
tiveness on his part, caused by raising 
the (luestion of Uls legal right to .serve 
as an alderman and the undue haste of 
the council in accepting it and elect­ 
ing a successor lay.s’ them open lo criti­ 
cism and comparison with the United 
States congress. 
The most singular 
part of the transaction is the fact that 
the city attorney, who was present, did 
not advise the council of the law ap­ 
plicable thereto, which is only explain­ 
able on the theory of ignoranctj or de­ 
sign, either of which is inexcusable. 
The question is neither new nor moot­ 
ed in this state and a live minutes’ in* 
vestiga»iou of the law would have sat- 
islled the board that Mr. Price should 
remain with them under his statement. 


The question of a change of resi­ 
dence is purely one of intent on the 
part of the person which intent is to be 
gathered by some overt act, sutrh as 
registering or voting, or is left entire­ 
ly to his decision and the supreme 
court of this state has decided that 
“tiie residence of a man’s family in one 
place could not of it.self determine the 
place of his residence.” Conrad V. S. 
Nall, 24 Michigan, i^age 275. 


“Uesidence,” say» the court in that 
case, “is when a person goes toa place 
Intending to remain, and establishes 
there his domicile or permanent res­ 
idence and does so 
remain.” Mr. 
Price stated that be had t,*ken rooms 
in the second ward for the summer and 
was boarding as ever in the fourth 
ward, 
'i'his statement, if it shows 
anything, shows that he had taken 
rooms temporarily for the sunmier, his 
business, iiis boarding place was as be­ 
fore in the fourth ward. Now whut 
was his intention. 
In the absence ol 
any overt act, he must be the judge. 
The supreme court in the case 
o 
Havbaugh vs Cieatt, .*{.’{ Michigan, page 
252 says: 
“The intention of the party 
is one of che most important inquiries 
involved in such a question. No one 
will contend that a party loses bis resi­ 
dence and rights as an elector be 
cause 
himself 
and 
family 
tem 
porarlly reside in some other city 
township 
or ward, even although 
such temporary residence should e.x 
tend over a series of years.” ‘’The 
intention of the party coupled with 
certain other facts i.s what governs. 
Mr* thrice, not intending to change hi? 
residence, could not, under the above 
decision, lose his rigiits as an electoi 
how could he lose lus right to enjoy 
the ollice to which he vvas elected? 


It is the sovereign right of the peo­ 
ple to select their own representatives 
and it is only when a contingency 
arises that this right is delegated to 
the council. In this ea^e no contin­ 
gency had arisen, and the impetuous 
sensitivetiess of Mr. Price, coupled 
with tlje unseemly haste of the council, 
has deprived the niaj(jrily in the fourth 
ward from the enjoyment of their 
right and establisiiing a precedent, 
that would be dangeious in a less con- 
sciencious body of men. The mayor 
and aJdermen should “go slow” where 
haste is unnecessary.

Washington. April 21.—The Spanish 
minister has left tlie city for Canaida 
and will take a steamer from Halifax 
for Kurope. Just before theminlster and 
his suite left Lieutenant de Carantha, 
the nival attache, 
asked the repre­ 
sentative of the As.suelated Press to 
make known his view tin the war about 
to be opened. He said the Sjmnlsh peo­ 
ple. particularly menibers of the army 
and navy, had always entertained the 
most cordial feeling toward America, 
and Spanish ships had found it a pleas­ 
ure to .salute ships of the American 
navy. Now, however, a war w'as being 
precipitated by an attack upon Spain’s 
honor, and against this ever0 spark of 
Spanish loyalty would be aroused. 


It is no longer a question of retain­ 
ing Cuba," said Lieutenant de Carantha, 
"That was merely a question of terri­ 
tory. Now a higher purpose Is In view 
—the honor and dignity of Spain—since 
the United States has contemptuously 
ordered Spain to vacate Cuba, and has 
made the Infamous charge that we are 
respon.sibIe for the murder of the poor 
men of the Maine. 
These orders and 
charge.^ are made with a kick of the 
boot, and against such action Spain wdll 
resist lo the uttermost. There should 
be no mistake about this. History has 
recorded that even the legions of N a­ 
poleon, with 400.000 men bearing the 
triumphs of all Europe, were halted 
and retired 
from Spain after 
those 
legions had lost between 200,000 and 300,- 
000 men. 


"We recognize the gallantry of the 
American n a \^ and the notable heroes 
of its pa.st—Paul Jones, Farragut, Por­ 
ter—but Spain, too has her heroes, and 
their blood Is in the veins of those now 
called upon to defend her honor. 
I 
speak after recently talking with my 
naval associates, commanders of Span­ 
ish ships and of torpedo lioats, and I 
know that there Is but one sentiment, 
namely, that not one Spanish ship shall 
be taken. Your navy may send many 
of them to the bottom; superior forces 
may seek to annihilate them; but not 
one Spansh ship will surrender to the 
American navy. With honor at stake 
that wdll be the response of the navy 
of Spain,” 


Lieutenant de Carantha spoke wdth 
great earnestness, and his statement 
was taken In notes and authorised.

The board of trade 
requested him to send here his mechan­ 
ical expert and select the ground de­ 
sired and the m embers believe th at 
there will be no dilllculty in m eeting 
the requirem ents of the proposition. 


S. A. Bailey and Mr. W alsh had 
driven through the country in the af­ 
ternoon and interview ed one or two 
farm ers in regard to the proiK)sed in­ 
dustry. 
Mr. Bailey interview ed H ar­ 
rison M erry, one of the conservative 
farm ers of Fair Plain, and he found 
him well posted on the beet question 
and quite anxious to see a factory es­ 
tablished here. 


C. W . S hriver interview ed several 
farm ers yesterday and he learned th at 
they all would be glad to co-operate 
with the city in securing such a fac­ 
tory. The plan th at Mr. Shriver pro­ 
posed was to make contracts with the 
farm ers for raising the 3,500 acres of 
beets needed and the lirst year asking 
th e growers to donate toward the bonus 
60 cents on each ton of beets grown 
A fter doing lUis the farm er would then 
receive for his beet crop at least $50 
I>er acre, aud the ehunees are th at his 
ground the iirst year would net from 
$00 to $75 per acre. 
Ah the beets may 
easily be shipped 100 ini e.sat a proiit. 
and as only .‘1,¿00 acre» are required fur 
the factory rt is certain that the 00 
cent per ton donation the lir.->t year 
could easily be secured, 
ljuet ground 
a t th at rate would j>ay b etter than any 
other crop, and behides the crop is 
never a total or even partial failure.

W ashington, April 21. — D uring the 
five hours of discussion In the senate 
yesterday afternoon of Its recent ac­ 
tion upon the Cuban resolutions, in the 
course 
of which 
several 
extended 
speeches were made by senators who 
voted against the conference report up­ 
on the resolutions, only one point was 
developed. T hat was made by Foraker 
in the course of a brief statem ent con­ 
cerning the recognition of the Cuban 
republic's independence. 
H e said: 
"I 
think th a t quickly, speedily—possibly 
now on the very day when the ulti­ 
m atum has been sent to Spain pursuant 
to the resolutions th a t passed here— 
this governm ent has practically recog­ 
nized the republic of Cuba, and I think 
possibly it is true we will all know by 
tom orrow th a t th at governm ent Is to­

Washington, April 21.—The

the president and Secretary Alg*T upon 
the question of how to place the volun­ 
teer forces at tin* service of the govern 
merit. No less than three consultatii n ; 
were held ut the White House on this 
subject, but it was finally announced 
that it would not be possible to issue 
the expected call for volunteers yester 
day. The VMstrict military forces h.-.ve 
been offered to the government by Gen­ 
eral Harries, and there is some expecta­ 
tion that these will be the first of the 
militia forces to be drawn into the gov­ 
ernment service. 


Other events of the day at the war 
department were the return to W ash­ 
ington and the report of the artillery 
expert who inspected the southern for­ 
tifications, and the appointment of aom- 
new aides on the staff of General Miles. 
The ordnance bureau also made another 
heavy requisition for funds. The navy 
department was busy in the preparation 
of signal codes, flags, regulations, log 
books and a thousand and one things 
required for warships and for the lar^e 
number of mercantile vessels and yachts 
recently purchased.

merges all the colors of objects, leaving 
no olio color perfectly intact, but mix­ 
ing with each suggestions of all the 
others. That is why in impressionistic 
painting, like the work of Monet, for 
instance, there is seldom a pure color. 
Ho tries for plein air. for atmosphere, 
for tho shadings which give background 
and sunlight. 


But by the electric light the back­ 
ground in the shops stop.- abruptly in 
i darkness. There seems to be no medium 
in which the eolers aro bathed. They 
stand out hard, clear, pure, one beside 
tho other, in sharp contrast.
